C hicago, June 8th.—The Convention was 
called to order at 10:35, at which hour the 
delegates were generally in their seats. 
After prayer, the Chair ordered a roll call 
for the 2!>th ballot, and it was proceeded 
with.

QUESTIONS RAISED. 
Wheu the State of Alabama was called 
on the twenty-ninth ballot, and 
the 
vote announced, its correctness was ques­ 
tioned by a member of the delegation, and 
the Chair ordered the roll of delegates to be 
called. Then one of the delegates stated 
that one of his colleagues was absent sick, 
and had authorized him to cast his vote for 
him, and he asked whether he could do so. 
To this the Chairman replied that the roll 
call must not be interrupted, and that the 
question would be decided when it arose. 
The roll call went on, and when the name 
of Alexander was called and responded to, 
the question was raised as to whether the 
response had been made by Alexander. 
It 
was admitted that it had not been. 
A second delegate from Alabama also 
failed to respond, and then (when the dele­ 
gates were all called) the names uf alternates 
for absent delegates were called. 
There was a response, however, from only 
one of them. 
The Chair stated, as his mode of executing 
the rule on the subject, that in case of failure 
of a delegate to respond, the name of the 
alternate standing opposite on the roll would 
be called, and (if he did not respond) then 
the name of the other alternate for that dis­ 
trict would be called, aud in the case of the 
delegates at large, the names of the alternates 
of that class would be called. 
The vote of Alabama was then announced 
as Grant 15, Blaine 1, Sherman 3. 
The result of this decision was to lose 
Grant one vote. 
When Virginia was called, the Chair an­ 
nounced 10 for Grant, 3 for Blaine, 3 for 
Sherman. 
SHERIDAN- BF.FORE THE CONVENTION. 
When the thirtieth ballot was taken and 
the Territory of Wyoming was called, the re­ 
sponse, which had invariably been Grant 1 
and Blaine 1, was changed to Blaine 1 and 
General Philip II. Sheridan 1. For some 
time it was supposed that the last vote was 
for Sherman, and the Clerk so announced it, 
but when the real fact came out it was ap­ 
preciated by the Convention and the audi­ 
ence, and there was a good deal of enthusi­ 
asm stirred up. 
General Sheridan, who had a feat on the 
platform, was approached by Chairman Hoar 
and pleasantly congratulated. Then, with 
the assent of the Chair, the General stepped 
to the end of the platform, bowed his ac­ 
knowledgments and said : “ I am very much 
obliged to the delegate from Wyoming for 
Mentioning my name in this Convention ; but 
there is no way in which I could accept a 
nomination by this Covention except I would 
be permitted to turn it over to my best 
friend.-’ [Cheers.] 
Sheridan then retired to his seat, aid tho 
Chairman (apologetically) said that he (the 
Chairman) had presumed upon the permis­ 
sion of tho Convertion to allow the illustri­ 
ous soldier who had just spoken to interrupt 
the order of proceedings. That, however, 
would be a privilege accorded to no other 
person whatever. 
The result of the ballot was then an­ 
nounced. 
When the thirty-fourth ballot was ordered 
Alabama increased 1 for Grant from the ab­ 
sentee delegate, who had returned. Indiana 
transferred 6 Washburne votes to Blaine, 
and Garfield gained 16, 8 being from Wash­ 
burne, 5 from Blaine and 3 from Sherrnan. 
The totals on the 34th ballot were: Grant 
312, Blaine 275, Sherman 107, Edmunds 11, 
Washburne 4, Garfield 17. 
GARFIELD PROTESTS. 
At the announcement of the totals there 
was great applause, in which friends of Grant 
and Garfield joined. Then Gaifield was seen 
to rise up on his seat, and was heard (amid 
tho uproar) to address the Chair. 
The Chairman inquired for what purpose 
the gentleman arose. 
“ To a question of order,-1 said Garfield. 
“ The gentleman will state it,” said the 
Chairman. 
“ I challenge," said Garfield, "the correct­ 
ness of the announcement that contains seven­ 
teen votes for me. No man has a right, with­ 
out the consent of the person voted for, to 
have his name announced and voted for in 
this Convention. Such consent I have not 
given.-’ 
Tho Chair interrupted, and said that the 
gentleman was not stating a question of order, 
and he directed the clerk to proceed with the 
next ballot. 
THIRTY-SIXTH AND LAST BALLOT. 
The thirty-sixth ballot was called. 
Connecticut transferred 2 from Blaine aud 
9 from Washburne to Garfield. 
Georgia transferred 1 from Sherm ^^ to 
Blaine, and 1 from Sherman to Garfield, 


Illinois gave Garfield 7—4 of them from 
Elaine and 3 from Washburne. 
Indiana transferred 2 from Blaine to. Gar­ 
field. 
Great excitement was here apparent in the 
Ohio delegation. 
The Convention rose and cheered Garfield, 
as did the galleries. 
Indiana’s vote stood : Grant 1, Garfield 29. 
The Sherman and Ohio men, and tile New 
York anti Grant men, led in a grand burst of 
applause for Garfield, kissing hands to each 
other in mutual congratulation. 
Iowa followed with 22 for Garfield, and a 
scene of great confusion followed, which the 
officers of the Convention could not control 
for some time. 
i 
Kansas transferred 6 from Blaine to Gar­ 
field, and held its 4 for Grant. 
Kentucky transferred 3 from Blaiue to 
Garfield. 
Louisiana transferred 8 from Blaine and 
Sherman to Garfield. 
Maine gave Garfield 14 votes, amid great 
cheers. 
CLOSING SCENES. 
“An official call of States was ordered, so 
that the proper record might be kept. 
The official vote, announced, w as: Gar­ 
field 399, Grant 305, Blaine 42, Sherman 3, 
Washburne 5. 
The Chair announced that James A. Gar­ 
field of Ohio, having received a majority of 
the whole vote cast, was nominated for the 
Presidency of the United States. 
The people in the galleries sprang to their 
feet, as well as the great body of anti-Grant 
delegates, and there was a wild scene of en­ 
thusiastic cheering. The banner* of Massa­ 
chusetts, Maine, California, Vermont, Michi­ 
gan and other anti-Grant States moved 
toward and surrounded the Ohio delegation. 
The military band in the hall struck up 
“ Rally Round the Flag,” in which the im­ 
mense audience joined with great voice and in 
remarkably good time. 
Conkling congratulated the Republican 
party on its choice, aud moved to make the 
nomination unanimous. 
Hale seconded the motion, and pledged 
the support of the Blaine forces in electirij 
the nominees. [Great cheering.] 
Logan also congratulated the people on the 
choice of the Convention. 
• 
The motion w as carried making the nom­ 
ination unanimous. 
A delegate from Maryland moved that the 
Convention proceed to nominate a can­ 
didate for the Vice-Presidency, and fin­ 
ish their business, as many of the delegates 
detired to go home by the afternoon trains. 
Harrisi n of Indiana moved a recess uatil 
5 r. JL, that time might be given for consul­ 
tation in regard to the remaining nomination. 
The motion for a recess was adopted. 
I.veiling Session. 
C hicago, June 8th.—The Convention be­ 
gan to reassemble at 5 o’clock. 
On the Chairman’s table stood a large floral 
effigy of a full rigged ship, floating on a sea 
of color, in which the namo of Garfield was 
worked is scarlet geraniums, and mounted 
by a miniature star-spangled banner. 
CALLED TO ORDER. 
The Convention was called to order at 5:30. 
Lombard’s male quartet of Chicago 
opened the proceedings with patriotic songs, 
eliciting much applauso. 
George of Maryland moved that the Con­ 
vention prc ceed tr the nomination of a can­ 
didate for Vice-President. Adopted. 
NOMINATIONS FOR VICE-PRESIDENT. 
California being called, Pixley rose to put 
in nomination, by tho desira of his own del­ 
egation, a nominee for the second place on 
the ticket., ll,e commended the nomination 
of Garfield as a strong one, and urged the im­ 
portance of nominating an equally strong 
mau for the second place. He named Elihu 
Washburne of Illinois, whose career in Con­ 
gress was most creditable, and to whose wise, 
humane ami manly course in Taris «luring the 
Commune the speaker was a personal witness. 
A man w hose conduct on that occasion should 
and would draw to the ticket on which he is 
placed the great mass of the German voters. 
While Pixley was speaking Logan wa3 seen 
talking to the Ohio delegation, apparently in 
an excited remonstrance against the support 
of the Washburne movement. 
McCarthy of New York seconded Wash- 
Lurne’s nomination. 
The Chair read a telegram from Oregon to 
Delegate Scott, announcing that the Repub­ 
licans yesterday carried that State by 1,000 
majority, and that Garfield’s nomination ex- 
citeil great enthusiasm. 
Robinson of Connecticut presented the 
name of Mar hall Jewell. 
Hicks cf Florida presented Settle, and 
Harrison of North Carolina seconded it. 
Houck of Tennessee presented Maynard. 
Woodford of New York nominated Chester 
A. Arthur. 
This nomination was seconded by Denni­ 
son of Ohio, Kilpatrick of i\ew Jersey, 
Storrs of Illinois, Lynch of .Massachusetts, 
Filley «if Missouri, Cessna of Pennsylvania, 
White of Kentucky. 
Chambers of Texas presented Governor 
Davis, of that State. 
McCarthy of New York withdrew his 
nomination of Washburne and named Arthur. 
The Texas delegate withdrew Davis in 
favor of Arthur. 
Campbell of West Virginia made a pointed 
speech for Washburne, which drew out tre­ 
mendous cheers from the galleries. He be­ 
lieved Washburne would strengthen the 
ticket in the great ¡states of the North. Let 
us not do a rash thing in this Convention. 
The Convention had passed a resolution favor­ 
ing civil service reform. Let us not stultify 
ourselves before the country. [Great cheers.] 
Let us remember that the people will review 
our action calmly and coolly by their fire­ 
sides. 
Virginia announced that it would unan- 
mously support Arthur. [Hisses.J 
The roll-call was ordered. 
The Blaine men voted almost unanimously 
for Washburne, and («rant and Sherman men 
voted almost unanimously for Arthur. 
The galleries were very hostile to Arthur, 
and favored Washburne, and when the vote 
was announced there was much dissatisfac­ 
tion. 
ARTHUR NOMINATED— ADJOURNMENT. 
It resulted in Washburne receiving 193, 
Jewell 44, Settle 1, Maynard 30, Arthur 468, 
Davis 3, Woodford 1, Bruce of Mississippi 8, 
Aleóme of Mississippi 4. 
Frye, in the chair, said that Arthur having 
received a majority of all the votes cast, was 
elected a candidate for Vice President, and 
inquired, “ Shall the nomination be made 
unanimous J” 
Ilaymond of California moved that it be 
made unanimous. 
Tho usual votes of thanks were adopted. 
On motion of Conger of Connecticut, the 
usual committee of one from each State was 
authorized to apprise the candidates of their 
nomination, said committee to be appointed 
by the Chair. 
The Chair said he would select the com­ 
mittee to-night. 
At 7:30 the Chair thanked the Convention 
for its patience and its forbearance in sus­ 
taining 1dm in the discharge of his duties, 
and then the Convention adjourned fine die.

Bintnlnte;?. 
rxCITkVENT AT WASHINGTON. 
W a sh in g to n, June 8th.—Very little gov- 
ernmenta1 work was done in Washington 


yesterday and to-day, for the city has gone 
wild over the Chicago Convention. Grant, 
Blaine, Sherman and Edmunds men thronged 
around the bulletin boards a hundred deep 
and yelled as each vote wa3 posted. In the 
departments the excitement was high. Bul­ 
letins of each ballot were received and dis­ 
played. Anxious clerks crept from their 
rooms, devoured the lettering thereon, and 
went back to work only to come back in a 
few minutes. Special announcements of the 
result of each ballot were received by Secre­ 
tary Sherman in the room adjoining his 
office. Senator Blaine left the Capitol early, 
and was informed at h¡3 residence by his pri­ 
vate wire, and the President was not lacking 
for information through the telegraph opera­ 
tor at the White House. There was never­ 
more excitement in Washington over even 
the result of a Presidential election. While 
there was cheering at every ballot, there was 
all alocg evidently a feeling of suspeuse. Last 
night the crowds waited for the terminal bal­ 
lot, for nothing else would, satisfy them. The 
crowds around the bulletin boards at the Capi­ 
tol are greater than on any previous occasion 
since the Convention. The House and Senate 
Chambers wore a deserted air while the bal­ 
loting was going on, and many Senators and 
Representatives, equipped with tally papers 
and lead pencil*, stood in tho crowds which 
filled the corridors before the telegraph of­ 
fices, marking down the votes of the different 
State* as soon as they were displayed in quick 
succession, and exchanging comments, until 
the bulletins became such as to indicate a 
dead-lock and a contest of long continuation. 
They then retired to the cloak-rooms and Im­ 
patiently awaited some decisive tidings. Sen­ 
ator Blaine received an account of the first 
ballot before hs left the Capitol yesterday. 
The result seemed to correspond with his cal­ 
culations, and he was, to all appearances, 
perfectly cool, but as he lightly passed down 
the Senate steps to his carriage, he iemarked, 
although with unruffled calmness and even 
cheerfulness of tone and manner, “ 1 do not 
think I shall get the nomination.” 
ENTHUSIASM IN NEW YiJRK.

THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 
W a sh in g to n, June 8th.—The public build­ 
ing bill was called up and objected to, where­ 
upon Hooker emphatically declared his inten­ 
tion of objecting to every proposition pre­ 
sented. 
A noisy discussion ensued, aud the confu­ 
sion was increased by the Chicago dispatches 
which were coming in announcing a Large ad­ 
dition to Garfield’s vote. 
Order was only secured when Blackburn 
presented a report of the conference commit­ 
tee on the postoffice appropriation bill, which 
was agreed to. 
llooker adhered to his intention of object­ 
ing to every proposition, and a motion was 
made to adjourn. 
During the calling of the roll there was a 
great deal of excitement shown by the mem­ 
bers over the Convention news, and when 
Garfield’s name was called it was greeted 
with applause on both the Republican and 
Democratic sides of the chamber. 
The announcement that came in soon after­ 
wards that Garfield had been nominated was 
received with loud cheers and applause from 
members who had assembled in the lobby 
back of the Speaker's desk, and the confusion 
was so great that the roll-call was interrupted. 
Members gathered in groups and discussed 
the nomination, which appeared to meet with 
general approval from the Republicans, and 
which the Democrats conceded to be a strong 
one. 
The second call of Garfield’s name was the 
signal for a burst of applause from tho Re­ 
publicans. 
The motion to adjourn was finally carried, 
aud accordingly the House adjourned. 
REMARKABLE RATIFICATION MEETING. 
Cheers for Garfield were then given, while 
cries of “ Speech from Hawley,” and “ Haw­ 
ley for Vice-President,” went up, but that 
gentleman did not respond. 
Robeson—“ I move that General Hawley 
take the chair.” 
Carried unanimously, amid loud cheers. 
When Hawley look the chair the House 
presented a curious sight. The chair was oc­ 
cupied and the seats of absent members were 
filled by spectators, who upon adjournment 
had crowded into the hall. In the rear of 
the seats were groups of men, evidently full 
of excitement. 
Hawley, on taking the chair, said : “ I beg 
leave to say that we occupy this floor with 
the kind consent of our friends on the right, 
who will have their opportunity by and by. 
[Laughter and cries of “ Speech, speech.”] 
Hawley—I have no speech to make. The 
nomination made at Chicago is its own 
speech, for every Republican of this 
House, and our personal 
good will 
goes with our old friend and associate, 
General Garfield. [Applause.] I have no 
doubt from what 1 have seen and heard that 
this event, this consummation, is in the very 
highest degree satisfactory to every Republi­ 
can here, whatever may have been his per­ 
sonal preference. [Applause.] We have 
been warmly divided in the past. WTe will 
be much mors warmly united in the future. 
[Loud applause.] I think one result will be— 
I am supposing that there are no Democrats 
here—to compel an excellent nomination on 
the other side, so that the country we all love 
will be certain of a good President for the 
next four years personally, whatever his po­ 
litical opinions.” [Loud applause, in which 
the Democrats joined.] 
Robeson was then loudly called for, and 
that gentleman, responding, said : “ As mem" 
bers of the American Congress ” [A Demo* 
crat, “ Both sid e s”] 
Robeson, continuing, “ Both sides. I think 
we have a right to congratulate- the whole 
country that a man whom we all know to be 
a man of character and capacity beyond im­ 
peachment has been nominated by one of the 
great political parties for the highest of­ 
fice in the gift of the people. [Ap­ 
plause.] Therefore, Mr. Chairman,- I 
speak in acknowledgment on behalf of the 
House of Representatives, that one of our 
number, conspicuous before the people on ac­ 
count of his services on this floor, has been 
seleotel 33 the standard-bearer of the groat 


political party to which I belong. That is a 
sentiment which affects neither the politics 
nor the feelings of anybody, and I ask every­ 
body witbin reach ol my Voice to join me ln 
giving three cheers for the candidate selector» 
from enr body as the candidate of a great 
party.-’ 
1 he Republicans rose aud gave the three 
cheers with a will, but the Democrats, though 
joining íq the cheering, retained their seats. 
“ 1 move, Mr. Chairman,” continued 
Robeson, “ That a committee be appointed, 
and I suggest as its Chairman the oldest man 
of the house—Kelly of Pennsylvania —to 
send by telegraph our congratulations to our 
fellow-Congressman on his nomination.? 
[Applause.] 
Cries then went up for Kelly, and Chair­ 
man Hawley stated that Mr. Kelly would 
have occupied the chair, but that he had net 
been present. 
Kelly—I have been in that chair but once, 
though I have been here nineteen years, and 
then I felt so like a fool that I never got into 
it again. [Laughter.] I thank the gentle­ 
man from New Jersey (Robeson) and bis as­ 
sociates on this floor for having delegated to 
me the Chairmanship ot the committee to 
which has been confided so grateful a 
duty. I beg leave to inform the Chair­

advantage of circumstances, I slipped out 
when Gen. Garfield iv&s nominated, and sent 
the following telegram: “ Accept the con­ 
gratulations and pledge of earnest support.” 
[Applause.] I rejoice most heartily in this 
nomination. General Garfield is a man of 
rare force of character, of wide attainments, 
of great simplicity, and a man who adheres 
as firmly as a true party mau may to his per­ 
sonal connections, nnd our friends on the 
other side, in the dejection which now over­ 
comes them over a bad nomination for them, 
possibly find satisfaction in knowing that 
they know the mau to be one who will ad­ 
minister the government faithfully, fairly 
and patriotically—after we shall have inaug­ 
urated him. [Applause.] 
Tho Chair appointed Kelly, Robeson, 
Brown, Martin of Noith Carolina, Page. 
Richardson of New York and Henderson of 
Illinois as a committee to send a congratula­ 
tory telegram to Garfield. 
Richardson was appointed at the suggestion 
of Mr. Van Voorhies of New York, who was 
unwilling that the great State of New York 
should not be represented on the committee. 
The meeting then, after giving three more 
cheers for Garfield, adjourned.

W ashington, June 8th.—Senator Blaine 
drove from his residence to the Capitol soon 
after the news of the final ballot had become 
known, and received a notable ovation of 
hand-shaking and complimentary remarks 
from nearly every one of his colleagues of 
both political parties. Many of them ex­ 
pressed regTets that he was not nom­ 
inated, 
and

congratulated themselves that he was 
not to leave them; but all had something pleas­ 
ant to say to their colleague, who returned 
his thanks with his customary cordiality and 
cheerfulness, an«l then proceeded to open his 
afternoon mail, and subsequently participated 
in the debate on sundry amendments to the 
pending appropriation bill, without exhibit­ 
ing' the slightest trace of disappointment or 
discomposure. 
The Grant men in Washington appear to 
have taken the defeat of their candidate very 
hard, but on the other hand the friends of 
Blaine and Sherman profess to be almost as 
well satisfied a3 if their respective candidates 
had been chosen. 
How Ike Srws or I lie Nomination Was 
Reeeiveil on Ike I’arlflo Const. 
S an F rancisco, June Sth.—The nomina­ 
tion of General Garfield was received in this 
city with quiet but evident satisfaction on the 
part of the Republicans. Blaine was the al­ 
most universal favorite, but the defeat of 
Gorham and Grant evidently compensates for 
all disappointment. It is undeniable that 
the partisanship of Gorham for Grant had 
much to do with producing the general un­ 
popularity of that candidate. The State 
Central Committee has arranged for a grand 
ratification meeting to-morrow evening. One 
hundred guns were fired on Union Square in 
honor of Garfield and Arthur, 
S an F ran cisco , June 8th.—The Central 
Republican Club of California met this even­ 
ing, changed its name to the Garfield Club, 
elected officers and heartily indorsed Gar­ 
field’s nomiuation. The Eleventh W ard Club 
this afternoon called a ratification for this 
evening at Humboldt Hall. Although the 
affair waa somewhat impromptu, there was a 
large and enthusiastic attendance, and the 
speakers were cheered in lively campaign 
style. Active preparations are being made 
for a general ratification meeting at Platt’s 
Hall to-morrow night, and the occasion 
promises 
to be spirited and largely 
attended. 
This evening the Occidental 
Club usurped the stamping ground of 
the Woikingmen on the sand lot and fired 
100 guns. General Rosecrans has been inter­ 
viewed by a Call reporter. Garfield was his 
Chief-of Staff during the war, and Rosecrans, 
from intimate personal acquaintance, paid 
him a very high tribute a.s a man of high 
character, broad views affd great ability, and 
pronounced him a head and shoulders above 
any other nominee before the Convention. 
He, however, considered that the advantage 
to the Republican party by the nomination 
of Garfield was to a great extent negatived 
by the selection of Arthur as a candidate for 
Vice-President. 
S tockton, June 8th.—The nomination of 
Garfield is received here with enthusiasm. 
The Republicans hoisted their flags upon re­ 
ceipt of the intelligence, and 100 guns are 
now being fired in honor of the nomination. 
S to ck to n , June 8th.—An enthusiastic rati­ 
fication meeting was held here to-night on 
Hunter-street Square.

If the Board really 
wishes to determine this question ration­ 
ally and finally, it will adopt the plan 
which the R e o o rd -U k io n has suggested, 
namely, procure the services of the Pro­ 
fessor of Mathematics in the State Uni­ 
versity, and cause the first grade classes in 
both the grammar schools to be examined 
by that gentleman.

First elected to the Thirty-eighth 
Congress, he was re-elected to the Thirty- 
ninth, Fortieth, Forty-first, Forty-second, 
Forty-third, Forty-fourth, Forty-fifth and 
Forty-sixth Congresses, and last winter the 
Legislature of Ohio chose him to take the 
place of Allen G. Thurman in the .Senate 
of the United States.

highest honors tho party and the country 
can bestow upon him. 
A man of broad

The 
woman was of very prepossesc ing appearance, 
and was but 22 years of age, being married 
when but 11». One of the remarkable circum­ 
stances connected with the affair is that her 
husband, Joe Sing, is a naturalized citizen of 
the United States, and is in possession of his 
naturalization papers, granted him in Cincin­ 
nati iu 1876. and signed by Isaac B .

a Sketch of the Republican Nominee for 
Fresident. 


James Abram Gai field of Ohio, and com­ 
inea of the Republican party for President 
of the United States, is a man of remarkably 
tine presence, is about the average hight, of 
well-molded figure, and his manner and bear­ 
ing one that always commands respect. 
Ilis 
head is of fine intellectual mold, and of 
large brain capacity, with a broad high fore­ 
head overshadowing a pair of sharp grey eyes, 
which bespeak the power of thought and 
language which has given him position as 
leader of the Republican party in the lower 
House of Congress, and from which he his 
been elected to a seat in the United, States 
Senato from the 4th of March next. 
He 
wears his whiskers full and rather shortly 
trimmed, and his brown ba r is thrown back 
from his high forehead with the freedom and 
careless grace peculiar to a man of thought 
and refined ideas. 
He is a highly educated, 
finished scholar, quick, incisive and powerful 
in debate, but never utters a word iu most 
heated discussion which does not comport 
with a tiue, refined gentleman. 
He has a 
large farm, to winch, when he ia not employed 
in public service or campaign work, he gives 
his personal attention, and enters as heartily. 
into its details as he does effectively into the 
work of the forum. 
He was born November 1!*, 1831, in Orange, 
Cuyahoga county, Ohio. His father, Abram 
Garfield, belonged to an old Massachusetts 
family, and hi* mother. Eliza Ballou, a rela­ 
tive of the celebrated Hosea Ballou, was from 
the State of New Hampshire. Abram Gar­ 
field, who was one of the first settlers in the 
township of Orange, died iu 1833, leaving a 
young family of four children. Of these, 
the subject of this t ketch was the youngest, 
being at the time of hi* fatbei’s death only a 
year and a half old. The family avert* poor, 
and the children were kept together ouiy by 
the industry, energy and courage of the 
widowed mother. 
Young Garfield was early thrown upon his 
otvn resoutces. 
At the age of fourteen he 
learned the carpeutei’s trade, and two years 
later served for a few mouths as a boatman 
011 the Ohio car.al. 
From an early age he 
manifested a strong desire for study, and was 
one ut the firsi scholars in the district school, 
which was taught in a lug school-house near 
his mother’s home.- When he was seventeen 
he entere', on a larger course of study, first 
in the Geauga Seminary, at Chester, Ohio, 
and a little later in the Eclectic Institute, 
then recently established at Hiram. 
In the 
winter after completing his eighteenth year, 
he taught his fi st term iu the common 
schools, hut continued to teach each winter 
thereafter until called to a higher position. 
Not long after entering the institution at 
Hiram lie was made an assistant teacher. Iu 
185-1 lie entered the Junior Class of Williams 
College, Massachusetts, having in a little J 
more than three years fitted himself for col- | 
lege, and completed the two lost years of j 
coi! ge study, 
fo Williams lie took high ■ 
rank a* a .-cholar. lie was a favorite pupil I 
of the venerable 1‘reri-lent Hopkins, and I 
when he graduated, in 1855, lie carried off j 
one of the iiighe-t honors of hi* class. 
Iu | 
obtaining his education Mr. Garfield was : 
wholly dependent upon himself. His earnings, 
first as a carpenter, then a- a teacher, sup­ 
plemented by some small loans (subsequently 
repaid in lull), carried him through his coutse 
of study. 
Immediately after his graduation, Mr. 
Gat fiel >i was chosen teac her of the Ancient 
Languages and Literature in the institution 
at .Hiram, and the following year he was 
elected Principal. 
I nder his vigorous man­ 
agement the school, already flourishing, was 
raised to a stiff higher degree of usefulness and 
popularity. 
He was an incessant and effec­ 
tive worker, frequently teaching six or seven 
hours a day, besides attending to the general 
supervision-, ai d delivering numerous lectures 
on a great variety of topics, both before his 
students and before popular audiences. 
l ’revious to 1850 Air. Garfield had taken no 
part in politics, and had no party affiliations. 
But the Republican party, now for tiie first 
time thoroughly organized, enlisted his in­ 
terest because it strove to set limits to the 
spread of slavery-. 
Accordingly he was 
warmly interested in the Presidential cam­ 
paign of that year, and made Feveral speeciies 
iu advocacy ot the election of Fremont. 
In 
1859, without solicitation or effort on his 
part, the Republican party in his district 
elected him to the Ohio Senate. 
Although 
the youngest member of that body, he imme­ 
diately took rank with foremost Senators in 
respect to ability, iudustry- and usefulness. 
J ust before the conclusion of his Senatorial 
services, the Southern Rebellion br-‘ke out. 
In accordai.ce with all his political ante­ 
cedents and convictions, Mr. Garfield at once 
espoused the cause of the Union againstseces 
sion. 
Early in the autumn of 1861 he was 
mads Goionel of the Forty-second Regiment 
of Ohio Volunteers. This regiment, largely 
enlisted by las personal efforts, was rapidl» 
organized, drilled, and prepared for the field. 
O.i the 17th of December it was ordered to 
Eastern Kentucky, and its Colonel was placed 
in command of tl.a Eighteenth Brigade of 
the Army of the Ohio. 
With this command 
Colonel Gat field conducted a highly success­ 
ful winter campaign against a foica of rebels 
under the command of Humphrey Marshall. 
The victories of Middle (.'reek and Pound 
Gap were the first successes of the Union 
army that year in the West. Their immedi­ 
ate result was the expulsion of the Confed­ 
erate forces from Eastern Kentucky. Presi­ 
dent I.incoln, recognizing the value of this 
success, promoted Colonel Garfield to the 
rank of Brigadier-General. 
General Garfk Id now joined the army of 
Geneial Buell. 
He commanded the Twen­ 
tieth Brigade at the battle of Shiloh, and in 
the subsequent operations around Corinth, 
Decatur, and Huntsville, Alabama. 
Iu the 
winter of 1862 03 he was a member ot the 
court-martial that tried Fite-.John Porter. 
Iu January of the latter year he was assigned 
to the Army of the Cumberland, then under 
the command of General Rosecrans, who at 
once made him chief of staff of tho arm}'. 
In this position General Garfield rendered 
distinguished services. He was the confiden­ 
tial adviser of the commander-in chief. 
He 
participated in all the engagements (of that 
army) in Middle and Southern Tennessee. 
He greatly distinguished himself for ability 
and bravery in the bloody battle of Cliicka- 
inauga, and was immediately promoted to 
the rank of AIjjor-General. 
Here General 
Garfield’s military career closed. He resigned 
his commission on the 5th of December, 1863, 
to enter another field of duty. Perhaps no 
man in tho volunteer service, during the 
whole war, in the short period of two years, 
achieved a more brilliant record than did 
General Garfield. 
In October, 1802, the Nineteenth Ohio 
Congressional District elected General Gar­ 
field its Representative to the Thirty-eighth 
Congress. 
Ou leaving the army he took his 
seat iu the House of Representatives, of 
which body he has continued to be a member 
until the present time.

Indeed the assemblage 
then and there constituted itself a ratification 
meeting, and when it was finally posted that 
Garfield had been chosen as the nominee of 
the Republican party, loud cheers were given, 
and Blaino and Grant men alike declared 
their satisfaction 4¡¿ith the result.

The ardent partisans of Grant and Blaine 
were each satisfied with the defeat of the 
other’s favorite, ami they found common 
ground in the nomination of so representative 
a man as James A. Garfield.

The Finance Committee reported the bills 
for reinsurance of the city school property, 
which report was accepted. 
Applications for positions as teacher and 
also for re-election and promotion xvere re­ 
ceived from a number of ladies. 
On motion of Mr. Tracy, the salary of the 
Principal of the High School was fixed at $225 
per month iu place of $250, heretofore paid. 
After several motions and amendments as 
to the salary of the Vice-Principal, the sub­ 
ject of salaries for that position and the other 
teachers of the High School was postponed 
until a future meeting.

School aud all the city schools shall com­
